THE CRUISE OF* THE WOLCOTT. '. 

The Search of Informaetoa Concanttns tin 

St. Btephen-Nothing: Farther Gleansd. 

The secretary of tho treasury having 
directed the U. .S. revonno cutter "TTol- 
cot t" to proceed to Kuyquot Sound and 
ascertain the facts in regard to the wreck- 
lige, from the ship >St. Stephen, rujMrted 
to have come ashore there on the 9th of 
April, tho "Wolcott" immediately came 
to Victoria to procure a pilot. Captain 
M unsie was secured, and tho vessel left 
at 8 p.m. of the "ilst, arriving at Kuyquut 
at 0:60 p.m. on tho 22nd. 

Kov. Father Vicolago, in charge of the 
mission, rendered all possible aasiatanoe ■ 
by sending Indians to Oap^ Cook, where, 
a portion of a wrecked vessel had come 
asboro, to bring in any small articles by 
which tbo vessel might bo identitied. 

Tbo articles which c;ime ashore near 
Ruyqiuit were delivered to tho command- 
ing oliicer of the "Wolcott," to bo for- 
wanleil to Washiiigtim. At tho time the 
wreckage camo ashore, near Gape Ouok 
river, domestic geese also came in. The 
St. Stephen was known to have had 
geuso on liiiard. If .slie had foundorod, 
as reported, otf C.'ipo Bealo, it would 
have been iioxt to impossible for the 
geuse to have come ishoro fct Capo Cook, 
Kit) miles distjint. It is more than likely 
the ves.sol was disiunstod and, drifting 
along Iho coast, wiis tiiuilly lost among the 
numerous reefs of Caj o Cook. After 
gelling all possible infoi ui'ition at Kuy- 
ipnil tbo Wolcott left 11 a. ni. on the 
22iul for Hesquiat to enquire about the 
widck reported to have come ashore thera 
about thi'f weeks since. We arrived at 
Hcsi|uiat al 5 p. in. oo the 22nd. The 
Indians had secured Bomo deck planks 
from the wreck. They were evidently 
Illa tions of an old vessel. As only pieces 
of thu vessel had come ashore and they 
were a day's journey distant, it was im- 
possible to visit the place where they 
mdcd. Coming down the con "it a look- 
out was kept mi tho beach, but nothing 
that looked like a recent wreck was seen. 
Three sealing schooners wore seen off 
shore above Noolka Sound. At p. m, 
.Suiidiy a steam sealer was standing into 
Nootka Sound. Sealing schooner Kate 
was left in Hesipiiat; alio is on her way to 
\'icl,oria,

Sonic risk will always 
attach to an oucupntion so periloua in its 
nature us coal niininj^, where the danger 
ariaea from hi > suljtle ii causs as m ix ii )ns and 
explosive gases. This dangor, liowovur, 
can and ahonlil l)e ledueed to a niininnini. 
Because all hinnan pn-caut imi may provo 
unavailing in certain cases is no sidlicieiit 
reason why uu i)recautit)n at all, or very 
looie precaution, should l>u taken. On thu 
contrary, each disaster like tho one r.;- 
ferc<^ to' should convoyu lesson and teach 
whemn existing laws arc weak, ami, if 
possible, be made to i^x]iosc new ami nn- 
tiiollgllt of (laiigi'i's ti-> lir '_ni;irdril against. 
Tho nnning laws nf our irji il.iry wlu'u 
compared with lli.isc of (^rrat liritairi and 
British Oolinnhia are lamenl.ibly iiisiilli- 
cieiil. When the lirsL law was i)iissiHl i]i 
188^! the co.il inines of the ti^rrilory were 
pract ically nndevelnped and the iiueessity 
dill not perhaps exist for a complete codi; 
upon the subject. The junendment thai 
was passed in tiin .session of l.S.S,") i; 
really added little of imiiortancc. 
The law as it now stands, 
is deficient in several particulars. In the 
first plaeo it makes the insjicctor of mines 
dei)endent >i|)on the nnm? owikms tor liis 
salary, since he is paid out of tiie tax 
levied upon tln^ output of joal, and in 
case this proves insullieicnt he simply lias 
to do without it. This is radically wrong. 
An oSice of this hnportauce should be 
strictly a territorial olllco and tlu; inspec- 
tor should not be even rcniotidy (U'pcn<l- 
ent upon tho mine owm r.i foi- his cnmpt'ii- 
aation. In tin; next pLu-e tlie prcicnt 
laws leave too much to tho discretion of 
tho inspector. To be sure, lie is in !i g(!n- 
eral way required to aee that duo precau- 
tions are taken against acuideuts, but this 
nocessarilyaniomits to litth?. What is iieeil- 
od ia a general and comph'l e siM of i-t'gula-- 
tiona tiiat must lie adhrrcil to. With 
such a set of regulations the duties of 
inspectors could be more sati.sfacturily 
performed, and all po.ssibility of ollici.al 
favoritism or laxnesa would be averted 
since the miners, who/ would be inter 
ested in tho duo eiiforeonient of such 
regulations, would soon inal<e known any 
failure to comply with llicni. 'I'hc niinc- 
ownofs, too, would bu better s.itislied, no 
doubt, if tlioy kne\. precisely what was 
oxiiected of them, and had sojue well-con- 
sidered regulations to guide them. 

We have never yet had an accident of 
any magnitude in our mines. This is 
possibly due in a great measure to the 
fact that the inines that b.ive bi^en most 
extensively worked contain only ])ure 
lignite COivl, which do^s not. generate 
fire-damp. At Carbonado, liowi'ver, 
and at some of the mines east of the 
m(juntains, the co.-d is of ,a semi-bit luni ■ 
nous charac(er,and I hi' daiiL'er is iherefori? 
greater. It would lie folly to wait until 
some disaster had occiirred before adopt- 
ing suitiible laws to prevent the terribli> 
loss of life that always acconii>anies such 
• disiisters. Tho proper and the only course 
for the legisl.'iture to ]riirsuo is to pass a 
suitable act, whirh sh;ill be coin| ilel c .'Uid 
comprehensivi,', .-il the very i-arliest oppor- 
tunity. We shall urge Ojioii I hi; jiext 
legislature, when i' convenes, the m'ces 
aity for such action, and in order tli.il the 
very boat legislation may be oht,iineil, we 
ahall 'be glad in the meantime to <ipeii our 
columns to a discussion of the subject from 
all standpoints.
